Johns Hopkins Visits Romulus

Representatives from Johns Hop- 
kins University (located in Baltimore, 
Maryland) recently visited the Romulus 
Community Schools to discuss a new 
reading program that the district will 
soon implement in grades six through 
nine. Funding for the program will come 
from a $75,000 grant that was awarded 
to the district thanks to the efforts of 
Curriculum Director Tom Dolan, who 
authored the grant application. 

Recently piloted in the Philadelphia 
public school system with excellent re- 
sults, the new program is designed to 
get students to become more active 
readers. 

“Our program focuses on more than 
100 'approved' books," explained Linda 
Anderson, a Johns Hopkins consultant. 
"Students read the books, master the 
books' vocabulary, participate in small- 
group discussions about what they've 
read, andwrite papers that answer ques- 
tions or express points of view aboutthe 
books' subject matter." 

According to Anderson, teachers 
using the program will be guided by 
special "coaching copies" of the stu- 
dents’ reading books. These manuals 
include information about appropriate

discussion and writing topics, as wellas 
the new vocabulary words that students 
will encounter. 

Teachers will also receive training 
during staff in-service programs. 

Anderson and her colleague from 
Johns Hopkins, Kathy Nelson, recently 
met with Charles Peters (a professor of 
education at Oakland University), Linda 
Chapman (grant administrator), and 
Tom Dolan to begin the process of re- 
vamping benchmarks and guidelines in 
the district's curriculum. When complete, 
this information will be used to train staff 
members so that the new reading pro- 
gram can be implemented effectively. O

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EDS' project is in Romulus, so the 
purpose of the SRB was to sort out what 
community protections and benefits 
Romulus, not Taylor, was entitled to 
receive.

A recent orientation about the 
Romulus Community Schools' new avia- 
tion technology program was well re- 
ceived by prospective students and their 
parents.
